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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: recitations of "the 
surface side" and "the upper end portion" lack clear antecedent basis in the claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Limitation of "an engaging portion extending from below to above, wherein the 
upper end portion of which is,..." renders scope and meaning of the claim indefinite. It 
is not clear what structure "from below to above" is in reference to. Is it relative to the 
previously-recited 'bottom' for example? Due to grammatical form and lack of 
antecedent basis, it is not clear what structures/arrangement is further defined by 
recitation of "the upper end portion of which".

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being U.S. Pat. No. 
4,497,514 to Moriya. 

Moriya '514 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : a "handle case" - 
50, "hand-operating recess" - the opening in 50, "rising wall" - 52, "connected with an 
operation handle" - 10, a "cover body" - 20, a "hollow" - 56, an "engaging step" - the 
portion engaged by 38a as shown in Fig 3B for example, an "engaging leg", "engaging 
portion", "hooking protrusion" - the including 38,38a. 

As regards claim 2, structure at 53 anticipates limitation. The law of anticipation 
requires that a distinction be made between the invention described or taught and the 
invention claimed. It does not require that the reference "teach" what the subject patent 
teaches. Assuming that a reference is properly "prior art," it is only necessary that the 
claims under consideration "read on" something disclosed in the reference, i.e., all 
limitations of the claim are found in the reference, or "fully met" by it. Kalman v. 
Kimberly-Clark Corp,, 218 USPQ 789.
